In 1848 the German polilical genius 


! Bismarck was putting togclhcr the 
various small kingdoms nnd princi- 
palities which make up modem Ger- 
many. There was a moment when 
young Germany stood at the cross- 
roads. Bismarck had the power to say 
whether it would be a republic or 
a kingdom. He chose n kingdom— 
ond many of Germany's liberals fled 
to America for safety, among thorn 
being Carl Scluirz of St. Louis, later 
a United States senator; and Joseph 
Pulitzer, famed SI. Louis and New 
York publisher. 


While Ihis republican unrest was go- 


ing on in Germany the nation of 
France was still an empire ruled by 
the Bonapartcs—but 
following 
the 


Franco-German war of 1871, in which 
France was defeated, the empire was 
overthrown and the French establish- 
ed the Third Republic. 


Likewise, after the first World war, 


which resulted in the defeat of Ger- 
many, the republican urge that had 
been baffled in 1848 returned anew, 
and the Germans set up a republic. 


But with the passage of years both 


the Republic of Germany and the 
Republic of France have failed. 


Why? 
Is it because of some inherent de- 


fect in democracy—the same democra- 
tic belief that has worked success- 
fully in the United States—or is it 
because of an Inherent difference be- 
tween life in Europe and life in Amer- 
ica ?

conditions, whether it be monarchial, 
republican or totalilarian.

Freedom to express any opinion, 


they pointed out, may be possible in 
a country with wide spaces like the 
United Stales, but in closely crowdec 
areas like the German Reich it is im- 
possible to permit everybody to say 
what lie thinks. Twenty years of free 
expression under the German repub 
lie, these sources claimed, led only to 
8,000,000 unemployed and to destruc 
tion of religion and morals.

shoulders the responsibility for Ger

Many people think it is strange one would "wasl his life" on the Chinese." 


I do not regret my 32 years spent on the mu-..i-,n field and would like to 
tell yc.u why. 
® 


First, I feel that we arc all going 


to have to give an account of how 
our lives were spent u;:on this earth. 
It is mighty easy to spend it on 
ones self—his pleasures. 


Second: I feel that his life is only 


a preparation for tht "Great Eternity 
Beyond" where millions of years we 
arc to pass, and life is only a school- 
making preparation for thess times 
ahead. 


Third: I feel that regardless of the 


color of our skins before the Great 
Maker no one soul is favorite over an- 
other. God is no respector of person. 
A Koien has dark skin and black 
eyes but his anatomical make up is 
the same as that of ours and his 
soul the same I'm sure. America does 
not have a corner on truth or good- 
icss. 
Senator James K. Jones once said to 


me as I started to Korea and visit- 
ed in his home: 


"Manton, you are throwing away 


your life; should you take a hatchet 
out there, chop off the heads of ten 
thousand of them and put them out 
of their misery and return home I'd 
consider you had done a good job." 
Well, I differed from the grand old 
man, 
and now after 32 years there I 


do not regret the time spent there. 
Besides I recommend it to my own 
children. 


Our 
country 
was founded upon 


Christian principles; our forefathers 
came here to escape religious per- 
secutions and founded this land on 
Christian Faith, I believe Christian 
integrity is as good for the Korean 
as it is for us. 


It is hard to understand why so 


many 
arc in darkness, and live on 


in superstition. I do know that there 
'ias been a great turning of the Kor- 
eans to the Christian Truths and 
now some half million enjoy our 
Christian faith. And I have been 
:ible to see the sad miserable condit- 
ions changed into brighter days for 
them. 


We have excellent 
medical care 


here for our people in the U. S. A. 
How can any one object to a Korean 
having his cataractes removed, his 
leprosy treated, 
his enormous 
tu- 


mors operated and this same medical 
care that we provide here. They take 
their sick out there and come for 
miles with the sick in baskets upon 
their backs, by train, truck, car and 
many ways and they are due the 
good medical attention as we are. 


Many of the boys that I have train- 


ed have government licenses and do- 
ing 
the 


good work practicing back in 
hills and villages of the land. 


Bad cases they refer to our better 
equipped hospitals. 


E'alvarsan, quine and sulfapiridine 


are just as importanl to the oriental 
as to us. We have a fine Union Christ- 
ian Medical School that hrs been turn- 
ing out splendid doctors now for 35 
years. 


A Korean is just as anxious that 


his son or daughter have an educat- 
ion and proper preparation for life 
as our son and daughter. 


I have a leper colony and home 


where some 720 happy inmates are 
being eared for, treated, cured and 
about as happy a group of people

ers will pass on 12 proposed amend- 
ments to the State Constitution, in- 
itiated and referred acts at the Nov. 
5 general election unless one or more 
of the proposals is ruled off the ballot. 


The filing deadline passed Saturday 


night with petitions having been sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of State's of- 
fice for two initiated constitutional 
acts, 
four 
initiated 
constitutional 


amendments and refcrendums on three 
acts of the 1939 regular and special 
Legislatures. In addition, a vote will 
be had on three proposed constitution- 
al amendments submitted by the 1939 
Legislature. 


Provisions Explained 


The proposed initiated acts would: 


1. Provide for workmen's 
compensa- 


tion with compensations being paid 
from a state fund. 


2. Simplify procedure of calling local 


option elections on liquor, wine and 
beer. 
The 
four 
initiated 
amendments 


would: 
1. Dedicate a larger share of sales tax 


and other revenues to the payment 
of old age pensions. 


2. Provide for a nonpoliiical state 


Game and Fish Commission. 


3. Authorize cities to vote a millage

Nashville Sets Tenta- 
tive Dates as August 


7-8 


NASHVILLE — The fifth annual 


Highland District-Peach Festival has 
been tentatively set for,August 7 and 
8 by the committee of'the. Nashville 
Chamber of Commerce, and plans are 
now in the making for the most 
elaborate festival ever held in .this 
part of the state. 


In deciding to make the festival 


a two-day affair this year, the com- 
mittee acted in response to a pop- 
ular demand for the festvial to be 
held on more than one day, many of 
those who desire to attend often be-> 
ing prevented doing so, while an ex- 
tra day would give them the opportun- 
ity. 


The festival this year will be built 


around a huge pageant—(spectacle, 
"America on Parade," which will be 
produced under the direction of the 
Rogers Producting Company of Fos4 
toria, Ohio, which company has' con- 
tracted for the production.

"Four months of experiment and 


work in tho college sculpture laborat- 
ories will be culminated in the ex- 
hibition of n fifteen-ton cast marble 
statue, Sterling Cook's "The Stu- 
dent" nt North Texas State Teachers 
College, in Denton, Texns. 


Cook, graduate art student from 


Hope. Arkansas ,nml members of the 
NTSTC staff 
will act as hosts to 


the public during an art 
depart- 


ment open house in the court of Chil- 
ton Hall, men's dormitory and site 
of the sculpture project which will 
include on completion 
five single 


figures, designed nnd executed by stu- 
dent artists. 


The statue of a seated youht with 


an open book at his hand wns model- 
ed first in clay, from which n plaster 
cast wns cut. Twelve formulas were 
tried before the final cream-colored 
compound of white cement and Tex- 
ns marble chips wns found to be 
most suitable for final casting. 


The plaster mould made from the 


clay model consisted oi 83 pieces and 
weighted approximately 1,000 pounds. 
Cook and Louis Hoover, assistant pro- 
fessor of art at the college, worked 
24 hpurs setting up the figure molds, 
nnd Cook worked two nnd one half 
weeks on the polishing of the com- 
pleted figure, using electric grind- 
ing stones. 


Cook is an assistant in tho nrt de- 


partment and lias won recognition 
through his painting in exhibitions in 
Houston. Dallas, nnd the White Mem- 
orial MeKeuni nt San Antonio, and 
New York City. "The Student" is 
his first piece of sculpture."

In business there was no 
one who overlooked a lawyer who 
could; as Willkie did, triple his firm's 
business. 


After a brief career with Firestone 


Willkie joined the law firm of Mather 
& Nesbitt. Here he first became con 
nected with the utilities. 


In his work defending various large 


companies he soon found, as he later 
wrote, "that among the mass of peo- 
ple a feeling exists against large cor- 
porations." He reasoned then, as now 
that this was no argument for govern- 
ment ownership or control. "Betraya 
of trust has stained the records ol 
some business men," he wrote, "bu 
the same thing is true of some public 
offciials." 


By 1926, Willkie's record had gainec 


the notice of the late B. C. Cobb, tbei 
head of one of the companies to whicl 
Mather & Nesbitt was counsel. Will- 
kie still treasures the copy of Cobb's 
letter to the firm's senior partners 
which says: "I think he (Willkie) is n 
comer . . . and we should keep oui 
eye on him." 


Became Utility Hend at 41 


In 1929 three large utilities merget 


to form the billion-dollar Common- 
wealth & Southern Corp. B. C. Cobb 
becume its head. And one of his firs 
acts was to call for Willkie. "Figure 
up your income for the past three 
years," Cobb told Willkie, "and I'l

death could be filed only in the 
county in which the injury occurred 
or in which the injured person re- 
sided at the time.

crbp of rumors, there is as yet no 
sign; the--a'dmiriistration'i\vill relax the 
anti-trust laws to speed iip 'ipfodact-'- 
ionv.bf'...goods, for.Jthe',defense pro- 
gram. 


On the contrary, a federal grand 


jury in New York is just starting a 
broad 
investigation into the pro- 


duction of some items most vital to 
the army and navy program. 


The rumors come mostly from a feel- 


ing that industries in the defense pro- 
gra may have to form combinations 
which might later be protsecuted un- 
der the anti-trust laws. The famous 
Madison oil case is cited: there the 
oil men claimed they were only do- 
ing what the government had urged 
them to do under NRA. It is begin- 
ning to be argued in some quarters 
that the anti-trust laws operate as a 
"business deterrent" for all defense 
production. 


So far no administration prcsure 


has been put on Attorney General 
Jackson or Assistant Attorney General 


Arnold, who heads the anti-trust divis- 
ion. Arnold...some weeks ago defined 
the division's stand; national defense 
needs>'are' p'a'ramount, and thcfe'llnSe 
no anti-trust prosecution

Besides this he raises rab- 
bits, pigs, fishes and in all a very 
neat little farm and home. We have 
80 such families making their living 
after being cured. They are sterilized 
so there will be no leper offspring.
